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THE FADING STARS 

Seaside residents from Deal to Sandwich Bay got a shock when thousands of dead starfish washed up 
along the shore. The creatures appeared on Wednesday afternoon, but the cause of the phenomenon is 
unknown. Ian Humpherys, an Environment Agency ecologist from Thanet, said it was likely the starfish 
died because they ran out of mussels to eat on the seabed. He said: "Starfish are boom-and-bust 
organisms. They eat themselves out of house and home every year. If something happened to that food 
supply they can die in large numbers, or they come into shallower waters, where they are susceptible to 
the cold. Sometimes big storms or cold spells can have this effect, but we haven't had that.''

THE Olympic torch could be passing 
through Dover in 2012.

‘We’re also going to see if we can have cross- 
Channel co-operation with France to arrange a 
joint venture. After all, if the torch does come to 
Dover, it will be there before it gets to the UK.” 

At around the same time the torch leaves Beijing, 
the Dover Sea Sports Centre is set to be completed. 

The £2 milli on venture will provide the town 
with a multi-purpose sports and leisure facility. 

Cllr Watkins said: ‘We’ll organise the opening of 
the centre to coincide with the celebrations of the 
torch beginning its journey to the UK.”

A MAN who set out to walk 
from Britain to India with¬ 
out spending a penny to 
prove a world without 
money works gave up after 
reaching Calais. 

Mark Boyle, 28, set off at the end of 
last month on his trek from Bristol to 
Mahatma Gandhi’s birthplace. 

Equipped with T-shirts, an extra 
pair of sandals, sunscreen, a knife 
and one bandage, he hoped to reach 
his destination in two-and-a-half 
years to publicise the views of the 
Freeconomy movement which wants 
to get rid of money 

But Mr Boyle only managed to get 
to Calais before the language and 
cold defeated him. He then used 
money to fund his journey back to 
the UK. 

On his blog, Mr Boyle said he and 
two friends who had joined him 
started to face difficulties as soon as 
they arrived in France. He writes: 
“Not only did no one... speak the lan¬ 
guage, they also see us as just a 
bunch of freeloading backpackers, 
which is the complete opposite of 
what the pilgrimage is really about. 

Fear 

“That really scared us, and given 
that we were pretty much out of food, 
hadn’t slept in days and were really 
cold, we had to reassess the whole 
situation. 

“We spoke to a few people who 
were willing to talk and they said 
that France would not go for this 
unless we could speak fluent French, 
which none of us could. The advice 
was to make a bee line for Belgium 
as folk said they would be more like¬ 
ly to want to speak some English. 

“The only trouble was the first 
decent-sized town in Belgium was 
170km away, and all we had was 
three tins of soup, a bag of trail mix 
and a chocolate bar to sustain us. 

“As it was unlikely that we would 


get a chance to help or be helped by 
French people in the journey getting 
there, the task looked daunting to 
say the least.” 

Mr Boyle was interviewed by a 
French radio station which he hoped 
might lead to offers of help. 

He said: “The interview went great, 
and we were really pleased until I 
found out it could be a week before it 
went on air. We could be dead by that 
stage was the general feeling. 

“Deflated, we sat down and 
thought about what on earth we 
were going to do. Head off on the 
three day hike to Bruges with practi¬ 
cally no food and hope the situation 
there got better, or to call it all off.” 

Mr Boyle said he decided to return 
home and help people in the UK 

Decision 

“Sitting in the station, I decided to 
make a decision. I decided to go back 
home and to continue the pilgrimage 
in my own community in a sense,” he 
said. 

“The disappointment I felt at mak¬ 
ing that decision is something I can¬ 
not explain fully in words, you have 
to believe me. It felt like the dream 
was over. 

“But to the day I die I know that 
was the best decision I could have 
made with what I knew and felt. 

“I have touched money to get back 
here and I want you all to know 
that.” 

Mr Boyle now plans to walk 
around Britain instead. 

He said: “What we are going to do 
is walk from town to town asking 
people ‘Can I help you?’.” 

When he started his trip, Mr Boyle 
intended to walk between 15 and 45 
miles a day, offering labour and 
friendship in return for food. 

Explaining the reason for the trip 
he said: “For 28 years I’ve been part 
of a world where money means secu¬ 
rity. That’s 28 years of knowing 
where my next meal is going to come 
from, 28 years of knowing I can have 
a roof over my head. 

“But it’s also been 28 years of inse¬ 
curity, fear, complacency and non¬ 
momentary living.”

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Ferry workers 
won't give up 
on demands 


SEAFRANCE officers have 
said they will not stand 
down from strike action 
unless their demands are 
met. 

Officers at the ferry company are 
calling for a five per cent pay rise 
above the national standard of 17 per 
cent, over three years. 

They also want three-day working 
shifts instead of two and fewer 
restrictions on the distance they 
should live from the port. 

SeaFrance spokesman Chief Offi¬ 
cer David Poisson stated motivation 
was rising as time went on and the 
strike would continue indefinitely. 

He said: “At a meeting last Sunday, 
Monsieur Riblier, the president of 
SeaFrance, said he thought officers 
were paid enough. 

“He said if we wanted something, 
we had to bring proof that officers 
from other companies are getting a 
better salary, which is true in fact by 
300 to 500 Euros. 

“Two problems have now been 
solved, though - three days on board 
are allowed and where we can live in 
our contract. But the main problem is

the salary. We are now asking to have 
an independent person to start nego¬ 
tiations.” 

However, the strike continues and 
other ferry companies are having to 
accommodate for SeaFrance. 

A spokesman from P&O Ferries 
said: “Obviously the strike action is 
affecting us because we have to 
accommodate the ferry traffic, along 
with all the other operators. 

“With the best will in the world you 
can’t get everyone on the ships, so the 
strike has led to Operation Stack.” 

Asked whether P&O would ever 
consider strike action if pay was a 
problem, she stated this was not very 
likely: “Even if SeaFrance get the rise 
they want I wouldn’t have thought 
this would lead to P&O officers fol¬ 
lowing suit.” 

Strike action by the French ferry 
company has led to chaos on Kent 
roads, with Operation Stack being put 
in place intermittently for two weeks. 

Thousands of lorries have had to 
park up on the M20 and non-freight 
traffic has been diverted onto A- 
roads. 


Gwyn Prosser, MP for Dover and 
Deal, said : “The action being taken 
by the officers is completely out of 
proportion and unreasonable. 

“The pressure should be on Sea¬ 
France and the SNCF, but the pain 
and pressure is being felt by Kent, 
especially Dover. 

“I am going into talks with the 
Secretary of State for Transport, 
Ruth Kelly, to see what can be done 
about it all.” 

Charlie Elphicke, Conservative 
parliamentary candidate for Dover 
and Deal, thinks the situation is 
intolerable. 

He said: “It’s getting out of hand. 
It’s not just us in Dover, but the whole 
of Kent. 

“It’s destroying the quality of life 
across the county and creating a seri¬ 
ous crisis. 

“I hope Dover Harbour Board will 
urgently seek alternative ferry opera¬ 
tors who are willing to work and run 
a good service so Kent will not be 
held to ransom again.” 

Mr Poisson said: “We are very sorry 
for what happens to Kent, but if M. 
Riblier can’t start negotiating with 
his staff, than he must leave. It’s as 
simple as that.”

Lorry driver jailed 
after fatal smash 


A FOREIGN lorry driver who 
killed two probation officers while 
“day-dreaming” at the wheel was 
locked up for three-and-a-half 
years yesterday. 

Dutchman Johnny Vos, 47, wept 
in the dock and apologised to his 
victims’ families as he was sen¬ 
tenced for two counts of death by 
dangerous driving at Maidstone 
Crown Court. 

Victims Hazel Croucher, 48, 
from Dover, and Kerry Sharpe, 47, 
from Folkestone, had been dedi¬ 
cated to their work checking up on 
sex offenders around Kent. 

The pair died instantly when 
Vos crashed into their VW Golf on 
the M20 motorway near Ashford. 

Vos had denied the charges but 
was convicted by a jury at the 
same court on Monday. 

He claimed he had been “day¬ 
dreaming” and was distracted 
when he ploughed into the back of 
the Golf, smashing it into another 
lorry carrying seven horses. 

Judge Mr Justice Bean said the 
deaths had not stemmed from a 
momentary lapse of judgement 
but a sustained period of 30 sec¬ 
onds’ inattention at the wheel. 

The judge also imposed a three- 
year driving ban on Vos. 

He said: “You ploughed into the 


back of their VW Golf and they 
were crushed to death under a 
horse box. You had half a minute 
to slow down, but you didn’t react 
until almost the last minute. 

‘You were avoidably distracted 
- if you had been concentrating 
you would have seen a sea of red 
brake lights. At least part of the 
cause of your distraction was your 
personal computer. You later 
sought to conceal a memory card 
for it in your sock because you 
knew you had something to hide. 

‘Your driving fell far below 
acceptable standards - lorry driv¬ 
ers have a great responsibility 
because it’s obvious any impact 
would be likely to lead to a fatality.” 

Mother-of-two Kerry and her 
best friend Hazel were both pro¬ 
bation officers travelling home 
from a colleague’s leaving do 
when they were hit by the lorry. 

After the hearing, Kerry’s moth¬ 
er and father, Ann and Harry 
Lester, told of their grief 

They described the “phone call” 
they got in the middle of the night 
which will be with them forever. 

The couple said: “The desolation 
we have felt has been unbearable 
combined with the anger that our 
daughter’s life was taken by some¬ 
one’s negligence.”

Local wages slipping below the county average

WAGES in Dover and Deal have 
fallen behind the rest of Kent over 
the past five years. 

Figures from the Office of National Statistics 
show wage earners living in the district receive, 
on average, up to £2,000 less than those in 
other parts of the county. 

Dover and Deal Conservatives say the num¬ 
bers could be down to a failure to invest locally, 
which is having a negative effect on local 
wages. 

Charlie Elphicke, Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Dover and Deal, thinks the 
situation is a matter of real concern. 

He said: “Local wages now lag behind Kent 
and the UK, which means we are falling 
behind. 

“For too long there has been underfunding 
locally. We need a fairer share of Government 
investment to take us forward.” 


But redevelopment and improvements are, 
he said, going ahead and local Tories hope these 
will change the emphasis of the recent figures. 

Mr Elphicke said: ‘We urgently need the road 
upgrades that should have happened 10 years 
ago. 

“Dualling the A2 and upgrading the A258 are 
critical examples of a failure to invest. This is 
why Dover council’s regeneration plans are so 
important. 

“Improvements in training are also very 
important. No one should doubt how serious 
things are. 

We absolutely have to move Dover and Deal 
back into the fast lane.” 

In 2002, Dover and Deal were almost on a par 
with the rest of Kent, with an average local 
salary of £17,900, much the same as the rest of 
the county. 

In 2007, however, figures showed that the 
average salary in the district was £19,026, 
whereas the rest of the county had moved up to 
£21,040. 


In terms of the UK, the average wage in 2002 
was £16,964 - less than Dover and Deal. 

But figures from 2007 show this has risen to 
£19,943 - meaning the average UK wage has 
overtaken that in Dover and Deal. 

Gwyn Prosser, Labour MP for Dover and 
Deal, said: “The background over the past 10 
years shows we have moved from a good to an 
average situation. 

“Unemployment has been reduced by 63 per 
cent, but the reality is that the new jobs creat¬ 
ed are low-skilled work in the service areas, 
meaning less pay. 

“The nature of Dover means that the predom¬ 
inant employment is on the ferries, again lower 
paid.” 

Mr Prosser believes the situation must be 
addressed: We need to raise the local skills 
base. As we speak, South Kent College is being 
structured to offer more courses and more 
training opportunities. 

“I am hopeful that with all the major plans 
for regeneration the situation will get better.”

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WAY TO GO? Calais mayor Jacky Henin has called for an immigration centre to be set up in Dover 

Immigration 
centre 'not 
needed here'

THE Mayor of Dover has given a 
blistering response to his Calais 
counterpart’s call for an immigra¬ 
tion centre this side of the 
Channel. 

Communist mayor Jacky Henin had blast¬ 
ed British policies in an exclusive interview 
with Yourdover, stating that an Ellis Island- 
style welcoming centre for immigrants 
should be built in Dover. 

His comments followed the announcement 
he is planning to build a new refugee centre 
in Calais. 

Now Cllr Bob Markham, Mayor of Dover, 
has responded to the comments by saying 
that his town has no need for such a centre. 

He said: “Why would we need one? If we 
had queues of people at the docks trying to 
get to France, then maybe things would be 
different. 

‘We have a centre for deporting illegal 
immigrants, but other than that I can’t see 
why we would need anything else.” 

In the interview with Yourdover, M. Henin 
also stated that the principal magnet for 
migrants is England - not the Calais centre. 

Cllr Markham responded: “I really can’t 
talk about the French policy on immigrants, 
but I do know that when they get into France 
they don’t all arrive in Calais. 

“Whichever border they come through, it 
would be sensible to deal with it there. If 
they wait for them all to get to Calais, then 
obviously there is going to be a problem. 

“Whatever border the immigrants come 
over, they must know they’re in France and 
really if it was dealt with by the French 
immigration authorities at the point of entry 
then something could be done. 

“But they don’t sort it out there - they wait 
until the immigrants get to Calais and then 
say they’ve got massive problems.” 

M. Henin also criticised UK policies on 
immigration, stating that if Britain was to 
become an integral part of Europe, then 
European laws on social, immigration and 
work matters would have to be accepted. 

He then voiced his concerns about how 
immigrants were the victims of the attrac¬ 
tion of the UK.

Cllr Markham said: “It’s their government 
that has made the problem, not us. 

“Their system can’t be working because the 
immigrants don’t want to stay in France. The 
French law is such they’re not getting the 
same treatment that they are this side of the 
Channel. 

“The main issue here, though, is that we 
don’t need a refugee centre in Dover. If we 
had problems with immigrants here, then we 
would accommodate them, but we don’t so 
it’s not needed.”

Immigrants detained 
while trying to leave 

THREE illegal immigrants have been arrest¬ 
ed after trying to LEAVE Britain. 

The men, all from Afghanistan, had 
sneaked into the back of a Polish lorry at 
Dover which was leaving the UK for France. 

They were discovered when the driver 
braked suddenly, causing the lorry’s load of 
timber to fall on the men. 

After hearing noises, he looked in the back 
of his vehicle and found the unwanted cargo. 

Despite being injured, two of the stow¬ 
aways tried to run off but were caught and 
arrested. 

Conservative Charlie Elphicke, parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Dover and Deal, said it 
was ludicrous preventing illegal immigrants 
from leaving the country. 

He said: “If they want to go, why are we 
stopping them? Why spend money on detain¬ 
ing them and sending them back? It’s ridicu¬ 
lous and a great expense. This shows the 
Government has gone mad. The immigration 
policy we have is a complete fiasco and this 
highlights the need for change.” 

The three men were held by immigration 
officials in Dover. 


Under-age drinkers 
targeted by police 

A CAMPAIGN to stamp out under-age drink¬ 
ing in the district has seen some 350 bottles of 
alcohol seized over three weekends. 

Operation Elusive is a multi-agency opera¬ 
tion targeting young drinkers and those who 
supply them with alcohol. 

Sgt Guy Thompson, of the Community 
Safety Unit, said: “The operation has had a big 
impact on underage alcohol issues in the dis¬ 
trict. So far more than 350 sealed alcohol con¬ 
tainers have been seized over just three week¬ 
ends. More than 670 young people have been 
spoken to and I’m glad to say we have only had 
to make one arrest.”

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Vital resurfacing put 
on hold due to Stack 

CRUCIAL work on the A20 is being suspend¬ 
ed every time Operation Stack is put in place. 

A week has passed since resurfacing of the 
main road was set to begin but, apart from 
preparations, no work has gone ahead. 

Cllr Nigel Collor, portfolio holder for access 
and property management, said: “We had a 
meeting with the contractors to discuss the 
decision by the Highways Agency to suspend 
work during periods of Operation Stack. 

“They’ve been told not to do anything until 
Stack is not in place, but we don’t know how 
long this could go on for and they’ve already 
lost a week because of it. Even when Oper¬ 
ation Stack has been taken down, though, we 
haven’t seen anything happening.” 

Resurfacing between the Eastern Docks up 
to York Street is the first part of a project to 
resurface the main route into Dover. 

The works are expected to last 12 to 15 
weeks, but if delays are continued this could go 
on for much longer. 

Residents have already voiced their con¬ 
cerns about the way the works are being car¬ 
ried out and now they are worried things could 
get worse. 

Simon Duke, of The Highways Agency, said: 
“No decision has been made as to whether or 
not the works are stopping.” 

However, another spokesman from the 
agency said: “Works have been suspended, but 
we don’t know how long for. 

‘We work closely with the police and assess¬ 
ments are made on a daily basis to see 
whether works can go ahead.”

jCfk Demand your 
fea? doctor is clean 


PATIENTS and visitors have been 
urged to challenge doctors, nurses 
and other healthcare professionals 
if they think they have failed to 
wash their hands. 

As part of KOS Media’s campaign to pro¬ 
mote hand hygiene in hospitals, healthcare 
centres and at home and work, this week the 
award-winning publisher is asking - have you 
washed your hands? 

James Nash, a consultant microbiologist and 
director of infection control and prevention at 
East Kent Hospitals Trust, was asked if people 
should feel confident enough to challenge 
NHS workers about hand hygiene. 

“Definitely, they should do,” he said. “We 
encourage patients challenge staff, we have 
improved but we are good enough yet. 

“Hand washing is something that members 
of the public have a right to expect. 

“Some hospitals have been experimenting 
with a red card system, where a red card is 
given to a consultant if they come in without 
washing their hands.” 

Sara Mumford, director of infection control 
and prevention and lead microbiologist at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
agreed with Dr Nash. 

She said: “Absolutely and I think we should 
be challenging visitors as well. 

“It works both ways, if we are asking visitors 
to clean their hands when they come in if they 
see something they think is wrong they should 
tell someone in the department so it can be put 
right there and then.” 

Using the alcogel provided around hospi¬ 
tals and washing your hands regularly with 
liquid soap and water is one of the easiest 
and best ways to help the fight against poten¬ 
tially fatal healthcare acquired infections 
such as MRSA and Clostridium difficile. 

Dr Mumford was headhunted to work at the 
west Kent trust in the wake of the damning

Healthcare Commission report into two out¬ 
breaks of C diff at Maidstone, Kent and 
Sussex and Pembury hospitals. 

At least 90 patients died from the superbug 
during the outbreaks and the watchdog’s 
report was highly critical of management, 
infection control and hygiene at the trust. 

The trust has now reduced C diff cases by 40 
per cent and has developed an integrated care 
pathway for patients with the diarrhoea bug 
that is going to be used by the Department of 
Health’s C diff Improvement Team as an 
example of best practice. 

By the end of March the trust is on target to 
have cut MRSA cases by 50 per cent. 

In her previous role as a consultant in com¬ 
municable diseases at the Health Protection 
Agency in Kent, Dr Mumford visited the trust 
during its second outbreak in 2006. 

She said: “Infection control did not have a 
high profile them. When the outbreak began 
the infection control team was under-staffed. 

“It was not caught early enough and it got 
out of control before anyone recognised the 


size of the problem. Now, we’ve put in a huge 
number of strategies to address the problem.” 

The trust has invested £1 million on cleaning 
- with extra staff providing cleaning 24 horns 
a day and hourly toilet cleaning if there is an 
outbreak of for example Norovirus, she said. 

Commodes are cleaned after every use, she 
said, after the Healthcare Commission report¬ 
ed there was a shortage of nurses to clean and 
empty commodes. 

“We also restructured antibiotic regulating so 
that we avoid using broad spectrum antibiotics. 
We target antibiotics to a very narrow spectrum 
that deal with specific bacteria,” she said. 

Alcogel is available at the entrance to the 
trust’s hospitals, at the entries to wards and at 
the end of beds, and everyone is encouraged to 
wash their hands regularly, Dr Mumford said. 

An isolation ward for C diff patients is opening 
at the Kent and Sussex by the end of the month 
and the Cornwallis isolation ward opened at 
Maidstone Hospital at the end of November. 

She said the nurses had become specialists 
in dealing with the infection. 

Patients are given pro-biotic yoghurts, which 
some evidence suggests is beneficial for people 
with C diff, she added.

Uniform behaviour for the NHS and private sector 


NORMAN WILLIAMS from Broad- 
stairs contacted us after reading about 
the hand hygiene campaign. 

He was admitted to Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital last year. 

“I must say at the outset my treat¬ 
ment and the staff were both of great 
help to me and I was discharged after 
a week feeling a lot better. 

“However, and there is always a 
however, I noticed that although alco¬ 


hol hand washers were in all depart¬ 
ments, I rarely saw staff using them to 
any great extent,” said Mr Williams. 

He also raised concerns that nurses, 
kitchen staff and cleaners were leaving 
the hospital in their uniforms and com¬ 
ing back in wearing the same clothes. 

“Last week I attended a private hos¬ 
pital and a nurse told me she had 
been employed in the private sector 
for 22 years and had never worn her 


uniform to or from work. She said if 
she was seen doing this she would be 
dismissed instantly. Surely this could 
be enforced in the NHS?” 

An East Kent Hospitals Trust 
spokeswoman said a policy was plan¬ 
ned stating that staff must not wear 
uniforms home and would have to 
pick them up from the laundry at the 
start of a shift. She was unable to con¬ 
firm when it would be introduced.

Parties are 
split over hike 
in council tax

DISTRICT councillors have been in 
heated talks about a planned rise in 
council tax. 

At a council meeting last week, the 
Labour group showed their oppositon to 
the proposed increase of 4.95 per cent. 

This followed a talk about the council 
budget by Conservative leader of the 
authority Paul Watkins. 

He said: “This is a fair budget which 
represents the need for growth and 
regeneration. It shows priorities such as 
climate change and youth in the commu¬ 
nity. I commend the recommendation 
being put forward. 

‘We have the third lowest council tax in 
Kent and the general public are pleased 
to know that we are not on the same posi¬ 
tioning as other local authorities.” 

But Cllr Mark Fumival, of the Labour 
group and shadow portfolio for corporate 
resources and IT, disagreed with Cllr 
Watkins about the tax rise. 

He said: “I can’t support the budget. A 
4.95 per cent increase is not acceptable - 
this is right at the top of the scale. We are 
not providing good value for money for 
people in the district. 

“It seems the only reason we’ve gone in 
at 4.95 per cent is that the Government 
caps us at five per cent so this is the 
highest we could go. It’s not fair on the 
people that live here.” 

He then went on to criticise the number 
of cabinet members on the council, stating 
this failed to show proper leadership. 

He said: “What other councils have 
that many? This number of cabinet 
members can control the budget.” 

Cllr Frederick Scales, Conservative 
deputy leader of the council, emphasised 
the need for a council tax rise and stated 
there had been no cuts to services. 

Tory Cllr Julie Rook, portfolio holder 
for citizenship and consumer affairs, 
spoke out after the discussions. 

She said: “What needs to be realised is 
the council tax rise equates to 13p a week.”

Each bag retails for £1.50, but the group is 
offering them at a discount to local businesses. 

Jack said: ‘We’re hoping many retailers will 
buy them in to sell on to customers, thus sup¬ 
porting a plastic-bag-free town bid. 

‘We’re in close talks with many businesses 
and I think there could be some really big local 
chains interested.” 

The GFG is working closely with a number 


of agencies, including Dover Chamber of 
Commerce, the Dover Loyalty Scheme and the 
town council. 

Jack said: “When one says plastic-bag-free 
town, it’s a bit of a con - it’s almost impossible 
for us to eliminate plastic bags completely and 
it wouldn’t make sense to do so anyway. 

“What is a more sensible target is to come up 


with a challenging reduction figure. It should 
be about educating the public, having as many 
local businesses as possible selling reusable 
bags, and limiting the number of plastic ones 
they use and sell.”

We're paying a high price 
for Iraq, Rock and ruin 


SATURDAY is the fifth anniver¬ 
sary of the illegal invasion of Iraq. 

Having campaigned in Folkestone both 
before and after the invasion, I feel justified, 
given the results, in reiterating the claim We 
told you so’. 

Indeed, those of us who were on the great 
15/2 demo already knew the dodgy dossier was 
just that - but it’s taken until now for confir¬ 
mation of it. Likewise the Weapons of Mass 
Destruction claims, although they were ex¬ 
posed almost immediately. Further, that the 
supine Cabinet caved in easily to Tory Blair 
was also well known before the attack. 

In Iraq, apart from the removal of a dictator 
we had previously backed and armed, what 
has been the cost? 

So far more than a million Iraqis have died 
in the factionalism; gross abuses have been 
committed by troops; Britain’s forces have suf¬ 
fered many losses; and Iraq’s oil wealth is 
about to be signed over to the large American 
oil companies, mostly for their own benefit. 


In the UK we had the 7/7 bombings, leading 
to a further expansion of the surveillance soci¬ 
ety, curtailing of civil liberties, and hugely 
expensive ID card proposals. All this and yet 
we hear a Government adviser saying the 
Islamist threat isn’t as bad as claimed. 

Meanwhile, when most have been distract¬ 
ed, the Government has been busy piling up 
the tax burden of further Private Finance 
Initiative schemes - £137 billion in 2007 - 
while losing 5 some £100 billion a year from 
revenue through tax loopholes favouring 
about 8 million rich people. 

Add to this the price of collapsed mortgage 
deals - costing us all £52 billion so far for 
Northern Rock - and we see what a disaster 
this government, so in thrall to US neo¬ 
conservative ideology, has been. 

Who else has to pay the price of Iraq, Rock 
and ruin? Well, to borrow from Blackadder: 
‘General Melchett’ Brown and Chancellor 
‘Captain’ Darling now appear rather like 
World War One leaders in dragooning the 
apparently ‘malingering’ disabled back to the 


‘economic’ trenches merely, if truth be told, to 
‘help’ pay the rising tax bills. 

Many may like to work, but not the way 
being proposed, especially with the Govern¬ 
ment closing successful schemes like Remploy 
instead of expanding them. 

The loss of 12,000 more jobs at the already 
pared-to-the-bone Department of Work and 
Pensions could also see the local office sold off 
and people re-employed on lower wages. Just 
like the post office(s). This, however, was only 
to be expected of a capitalist system that 
regards ordinary people, whether in Iraq, the 
UK, or anywhere really, as dispensible. 

That it’s been a Labour government oversee¬ 
ing it is also no surprise when it’s been run, in 
my view, by the very ‘cowards and traitors’ 
referred to in the song The Red Flag for more 
than the last five years. 

A sad fate for a once great reforming party.

The general 
manager at 
Crabble Com Mill 
in Dover tells us 
about his favourite 
parts of the job 

What is your role at Crabble Corn Mill? 

I am the general manager here at mill. This means I 
basically oversee the day-to-day running of the place and 
I carry out work for the Crabble Corn Mill Trust. 

What is your favourite thing about working at 
the mill? 

I really enjoy meeting new people, which I do all the time 
here. The variety of the job is another thing I like about 
working here. No day is ever really the same. It is always 
different, which is something about the job as general 
manager that I like. 

You have a number of community service 
workers at Crabble Com Mill. What kind of 
work do they do? 

For the past 14 months they have been mainly focusing 
on renovating the Miller's Cottages. What we are hoping 
to do is turn one of them into a Victorian kitchen. The 
other one has been turned into a mill shop, which is now 
completed and up and running. The cottages were 
virtually derelict to start with, so we have rebuilt all the 
windows and done a lot of work to get them up to 
standard. Other work they have been doing is the 
renovation of the drystone wall on the river and a lot of 
other work they've done has been on the garden. The 
community workers do a really good job. I've been really 
pleased with all the work that they've done and hope 
that others can see what a good job they are doing here.

We need to tap into 
greener savings 

Recycling plastic is difficult to 
achieve everywhere in Kent. 

But one major contribution to this 
problem can be eliminated, avoiding 
the creation of more landfill sites or 
incinerators (and increased taxes to 
pay for them): cutting out the 
purchase of bottled water. 

The UK consumes three billion 
litres of bottled water a year, sold 
mainly in 13 billion plastic bottles, 
and only three billion are recycled. 

Moving bottled water from its 
source to sale locations releases at 
least 30,000 tonnes of carbon 
dioxide each year. 

Since this water is 500 times more 
expensive than tap water, there is 
good reason to move spending 
elsewhere in the household budget. 

Although a lot of our bottled water 
comes from France, we are also 
importing it from THirkey (1,500 
miles), Quebec (3,000 miles) and Fiji 
(10,000 miles). 

Rising oil prices will push up the 
cost of both manufacturing and 
distributing bottled water and so 


Kent’s consumers have good reasons 
to cut out bottled water and ask for 
tap water in restaurants, too.

Playing a real 
scarlet woman

NEW YORKER Scarlett Johansson 
seems to have a thing about playing 
British royals at the moment. 

In The Other Boleyn Girl she plays Mary, 
Henry VHI’s mistress who is believed to have 
produced his son but never made it to queen. 

That honour went to her sister Anne, played 
by Natalie Portman, who was later executed 
for her efforts. 

Then later this year she’ll pop up as the ill- 
fated heroine in Mary Queen Of Scots, who 
was bom a year after Mary Boleyn died in 
1543. 

“It’s kind of interesting because this takes 
place some time later but is the same blood¬ 
line, so I guess I’m playing a distant cousin of 
myself,” ponders Scarlett of her latest role. “It’s 
a little bit twisted.” 

The luminous Danish-American star admits 
she only got a smattering of British royal his¬ 
tory in her American education. 

“I remember learning ‘divorced, beheaded, 
died, divorced, beheaded, survived’. That’s 
what I learned about Henry VIII, but it was 
never fully explained,” she laughs. 

“Maybe because Natalie and I are both 
involved with this project, it’ll entice the 
younger generation and spark their interest in 
the subject, because it’s a fascinating time in 
history.” 

The Other Boleyn Girl is written by Peter 
Morgan, of The Last King of Scotland fame, 
and based on Philippa Gregory’s best-selling 
fictional account of Henry’s sordid court - it is 
also the film debut of English television direc¬ 
tor Justin Chadwick. 

It was filmed at several historical houses 
and beauty spots across England, including 
Penshurst Place, Dover Castle and Knole 
House in Kent. 

The Boleyn girls were two sisters of noble 



birth who ended up rivals for the notorious 
Henry, with Anne making it to queen but 
losing her head - and Mary fading into con¬ 
tented anonymity with her commoner second 
husband. 

There’s debate as to who was older, but Mary 
was credited to be the prettier and Anne the 
more sophisticated. 

Mary famously caught Henry VUI’s eye first 
and her affair with him was a court scandal at 
the time. 

“I think Mary’s happy to be in the king’s 
favour all of a sudden. She gets swept away 
with the grandeur of it all. I tried to bring that 
out in my performance, that she was ambi¬ 
tious at the beginning,” says Scarlett. 

Pulling off a good English accent was a 
major hurdle, one she just about masters.

“I’ve spent a lot of time in London and hav¬ 
ing family there was helpful to me. But it’s def¬ 
initely something you want to nail early so you 
don’t have to think about it when you’re work¬ 
ing.” 

In her own life, Scarlett, 23, is rumoured to 
be getting engaged to current boyfriend, 31- 
year-old Canadian actor Ryan Reynolds. 

Adding another string to her bow, she will 
release her debut album later this year, 
singing 10 Tom Waits covers and an original 
song under the title Anywhere I Lay My Head. 
Is this a break-out career move? 

“Who knows? I don’t have any expectations 
about it,” she says. “I just love to sing.”

ITV1,9pm, Wednesdays 


ITV has a real talent for 
pointless drivel. 

Just when the residents of our 
green and pleasant land had found 
comfort from the fact that Dancing 
On Ice was nearly at its end, the 
channel foisted its latest white 
elephant on us. 

Yes, welcome to Rock Rivals, where 
all sense of plot, characterisation 
and credibility is tossed out of an 
open window for the sake of cobbling 
together an ‘idea’ in the hope that 
someone, somewhere will watch it. 

Down at the imitation X-Factor 
studio, ex-EastEnder Michelle Collins 
(groan) is doing her best Sharon 
Osbourne impersonation, while her

Chancellor urged to 
scrap stamp duty 

THE New Homes Marketing Board is 
calling on the Government to scrap 
stamp duty for struggling first-time buy¬ 
ers in today’s Budget. 

David Pretty, chairman of the NHMB 
- established in 1982 to promote the 
benefits to the consumer of new homes - 
said: “I urge the Chancellor to get rid of 
stamp duty for first-time buyers. 

“It would be a welcome boost to hard- 
pressed youngsters and also to the wider 
housing market. 

“The current stamp duty regime now 
represents an unfair tax on young buy¬ 
ers who can least afford it. The current 
threshold starts at one per cent above 
£125,000 and rises to three per cent over 
£250,000. This may have been reason¬ 
able when it was introduced but has 
been savagely eroded in recent years by 
house price inflation. 

“Now it’s a huge extra financial burden 
on young buyers already stretched to the 
limit, adding at least £1,750 to a typical 
first home and over £7,500 in parts of 
London and the South East. 

“Increasing the threshold to £250,000 
for first-time buyers would take the vast 
majority of them out of this tax trap.” 

South East drawing 
in the pensioners 

THE South East is the most popular des¬ 
tination for retirees in 2008, according to 
the latest research.

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, said: “Areas that 
have been typically popular among 
retirees such as Devon and Dorset are 
still ranked in the top 10 because of their 
seafront activities and surrounding coun¬ 
tryside with pretty villages. 

“However, compared with data last 
year which showed coastal destinations 
topped the wish list, it now shows that 
bustling towns and villages in the Home 
Counties are the most highly ranked.” 


COASTAL towns across the county 
are being hailed as the new hot-spots 
for property, according to experts.

Chatham, for example, will be easier to get 
to from the City of London than traditional 
prestige housing area Putney.

night’ or whatever they say at the opera house. 

Having sorted out the cosmetics - and boost¬ 
ed reliability recently - the Bravo’s chassis 
and mechanicals show that there was not 
much else wrong at Fiat. 

The engine line-up is impressive, including 
superb diesels. 

Unusually for current times though, the 
limelight has fallen on petrol options and espe¬ 
cially the turbocharged 1.4 T-Jet unit. 

Along with VW, Fiat sees a bright future for 
small capacity turbocharged petrol engines 
with lower consumption and emissions most of 
the time, while punching above their weight 
when extra pace is required. 

Our test car was the 1.4 T-Jet in high spec 
Dynamic trim with the higher output 150bhp 
unit - a 120bhp version is also offered. 

The engine mostly revs beautifully although 
the turbocharger can be jerky, making this car 
quite a flier, helped by a well-sorted chassis set 
up more for sporty handling in the best Italian 
tradition rather than a cosseting ride. 

Along with the Bravo’s looks, this bodes well 
for the eagerly-anticipated Abarth sporting 
flagship, due later in 2008.
